Tullytown * Kensington road 
is one of the best examples of 
neglect by the State Highway 
Department.

Lakeside, must be placed high 
on the list of the worst roads 
in the area. 
The road merits this '‘dis­ 
tinction" as the result of the 
size and number of its holes. 
The only saving grace Is that 


traffic has been cut to a mtn- 
imum since construction of the
